with Pauline Black and Gaps Hendrickson 

The Selecter pioneered the ska revival movement of 2 Tone 
alongside labelmates, The Specials & Madness, and were 
responsible for some of the scene’s classic hits, including On My 
Radio, Three Minute Hero, Missing Words & Too Much Pressure. 


The Selecter’s iconic front woman Pauline Black is reverently 
referred to as the Queen of Ska. In 2010, Black reunited with the 
band’s co-singer, the brilliantly charismatic Gaps Hendrickson to 
celebrate the 30th Anniversary of their classic Too Much 
Pressure. Since then, this refreshed and revitalised line-up have 
been the recipients of a wave of critical and popular acclaim for 
their brilliant 2011 album, Made In Britain. 

They then embarked on a brand new 11 date tour in support of 
their NEW album live In Britain’, which showcases the best of 
their incendiary ‘live’ set recorded on their near sell-out ‘Made In 
Britain’ tour in March 2012. 



There new album "String Theory" was released in March 2013 to 
concide with another UK tour. The Selecter had their successful 
first ever tour of Australia in Nov 2012 and in USA in 2013. 

The Selecter were once described as "conspiring to make dancing 
the only way to walk". 32 years later, those words still hold true. 
We are particularily very pleased to see The Selecter return to 
Folkestone and Ska Splash. 

THE BEAT 

One tempestuous weekend in March 1979 was not only the date 
of the Three Mile Island nuclear incident, but it was also the very 
first show by a nascent band known as The Beat in Birmingham, 
England. 

Introduced as "the hottest thing since the Pennsylvania 
meltdown", the band had a sense that the next few years could 
well be explosive! 

The Beat hailed from working class, industrial Birmingham, 
England. When The Beat rushed on to the music scene in 1979, it 
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was a time of social, political and musical upheaval. 

Into this storm came The Beat, trying to calm the waters with 
their simple message of love and unity set to a great dance beat. 

The Beat were all about inclusion, rather than exclusion, and this 
showed in their personnel and their music influences. The band 
crossed over fluidly between soul, reggae, pop and punk, and 
from these disparate pieces they created an infectious dance 
rhythm. Along with their contemporaries The Specials, 

The Selecter, and Madness, The Beat became an overnight 
sensation and one of the most popular and influential bands of 
the British ska movement. 

With massive UK and international hit tunes that have now 
become so popular that it's hard to remember a time when they 
didn't exist, such as "Mirror in the Bathroom", "Tears Of A Clown" 
"Save it for Later", "I Confess", "Stand Down Margaret", and their 
serene cover of Andy William's "Can't Get Used To Losing You". 
Vocalists Ranking Roger and son Matthew aka Ranking Junior 
combine with the rest of the band to deliver a powerful 
performance of ska hits that will have Skabour alight for its 
second year. 



BAD MANNERS 

DFronted by Buster Bloodvessel (born Douglas Trendle), the 
band was formed in 1976 while the members were at school 
together, and among their early incarnations were known as 
Stoop Solo and the Sheet Starchers. They were popular during the 
late 1970s and early 1980s, a period when lots of similar ska 
bands like The Specials, The Selecter, The Beat filled the charts. 

Bad Manners spent 111 weeks in the UK singles chart between 
1980 and 1983. Some of their hits include "Walking In The 
Sunshine", "Lorraine", "My Girl Lollipop", "Lip Up Fatty", "Special 
Brew", "Can-Can" and "Ne-Ne-Na-Na-Na-Na-Nu-Nu". One of the 
main reasons for their notoriety was because of their outlandish, 
larger-than-life, huge tongued & shaven-headed front man. We 
welcome Bad Manners back to Folkestone again. 

NEVILLE STAPLE BAND 

Neville had originally signed up to be a roadie to a band called 
The Coventry Automatics, a band that was soon to change its 


name to The Specials. The band was touring as supporting act to 
The Clash, Neville went on stage with his incredible vocals and, 
as they say, he never looked back. 

The band’s lineup included Jerry Dammers, Horace Panter and 



Silver Hutchinson. Terry Hall, Roddy Radiation and John Bradbury 
would join later, replacing former members. 

Once established as The Specials in 1977, the band had seven 
consecutive UK top 10 singles between 1979 and 1981, before 
deciding to split up. In 2009, they reformed for an anniversary 
tour, and The Specials tickets proved very popular among a 
diverse audience. 

When The Specials broke up, Neville formed Fun Boy Three with 
Terry Hall and Lynval Golding, and over the two year life span of 
the band they had six UK top 20 hits. In 1990, Neville formed 
Special Beat, a revival group that was a response to the huge 
interest in ska in the US. He moved to California to work with 
some North American ska bands. 

Neville returned to the UK in 2004, and formed The Neville Staple 
Band, which included four former members of Bad Manners, a 
successful British ska band. Ska Splash welcomes the original 
RUDE BOY. 



THE TOASTERS 


The Toasters were one of the first American bands in the third 
wave of ska, and one of the longest active third wave ska 
bands.CDon't Let The Bastards GrindYou Down' - Billboard 
Charts, January '97). 

That's why this band from New York City has been essential for 
US-American Ska for over 15 years now. The Toasters are fronted 
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by bandleader, guitarist, and singer Robert 'Bucket 1 Hingley, a 
Briton in exile who also runs the most important Ska label ot the 
US, Moon Ska Records. 


RODDY RADIATION BYERS 
with TOOT'N'SKAMEN 


With untiring tours through Europe and their records (since 1997 
with Grover Records), The Toasters have built a solid fanbase 
over here, have infected newcomers and made Ska popular 
outside of the scene. The dynamic sound and their very own 'East 
Side Beat', underlines their version of Ska as urban music. The 
band has not lost any of its charisma after 10 albums and 2,500 
shows. When not in the studio, Hingley and his ever evolving 
Toasters line up can be found touring the US, Euro circuit. 

THE DUALERS 

The Dualers are Britain’s much loved Ska and Reggae band from 
the South of England who have steadily built up a following of 
many thousands of truly dedicated fans across all ages and have 
sold out at the Indigo 02 a record breaking 4 times within 18 
months. 

Until late 2010 Tyber performed as The Dualers with his brother 
Si Cranstoun, who left the band to pursue a solo career. Whilst 
busking on the streets, most Saturdays, they performed cover 
versions of the songs they grew up listening to. 

In 2004 their first single ‘Kiss On The Lips’ entered the UK charts 
at number 21, selling 14,000 copies and out-selling chart 
heavyweights Scissor Sisters and Girls Aloud in its first week. 

The video was the most requested on satellite channel StarzTV 
for six consecutive weeks, replacing Sean Kingston’s ‘Beautiful 



Girl’ at the Number One position. Their second single ‘Truly Madly 
Deeply’ was another chart success, entering at number 23 in 
November 2005 and the song was subsequently featured on the 
‘Fools Gold’ soundtrack of the film starring Matthew 
McConaughey and Kate Hudson. The third chart single in 2006 
“Don’t Go” was followed by release of their debut album ‘The 
Melting Pot’ and helped establish The Dualers as one of the most 
respected names on the UK Ska and Reggae scene. They have 
already performed with headline acts including Toots & The 
Maytals, Jimmy Cliff, Prince Buster, Madness and Aswad and 
supported UB40. Returning favourites to Folkestone we welcome 
The Dualers to Ska Splash. 


The son of a soul band trumpeter, Roddy "Radiation" Byers' first 
instrument was trombone, before he switched to guitar at 13 and 
began the traditional apprenticeship through the local, Coventry, 
England, youth club circuit. By 1977, Radiation was a member of 
the regional punk band the Wild Boys 

Radiation joined another local band, the Automatics, in late 
1977, after a night out with bandleader Jerry Dammers. "He said 
that they were going to London the next day to record some 
demos, and did I want to play guitar at the session? I said 'yes, 1 
got drunk, went home, and forgot all about it -- until they turned 
up at my house the next morning, banging on the front door 
while I was still in bed. 'F*ck me! They meant it! 1 " 



The Automatics became the Specials in early 1978; a year later, 
completely redesigned around a sharp-suited, tightly coiled ska- 
punk hybrid, the band scored its first hit with "Gangsters," and 
sent half the Western world 2 Tone crazy. From the outset, 
however, the bandmembers' own musical tastes were at odds 
with the Specials' best-known specialties. Among the songs 
recorded for their eponymous first album was one that Radiation 
originally wrote for the Wild Boys, "Concrete Jungle," 

Roddy also has his highly respected band the Skabilly Rebels. We 
welcome Roddy back to sea shores of Folkestone Ska Splash.
